Am sterdam , N etherlands, June 22. 
—A part of the population 01 Odessa, 
on the Black Sea, who are of Dutch 
descent, are said to be in danger of 
eviction by the Russian governm ent 
unless they can prove their non-Ger­ 
man origin. 
A population of 80,000 
is involved, and they have just ap­ 
plied for help to Dutch authorities in 
confirm ing the facts 
of 
the 
case. 
Their history is a rom antic one, dating 
back two centuries. 
A considerable num ber of m em bers 
of the A nabaptist or M ennonite sect 
left their homes 
in 
the 
N orthern 
Dutch province of Friesland in the 
seventeenth century for G erm any in 
order to escape the persecution to 
which they w ere subjected. 
E stab­ 
lishing them selves in W est Prussia, 
they gradually spread along the en­ 
tire Dower Vistula river even into I 
Poland, being apparently everyw here 
welcomed for the ability in draining 
work which they had 
acquired 
in 
their own w ater-ridden country. 
Frederick II. 
(1710-8G) w anted to 
force them into m ilitary service for 
his many wars, which w as against 
the principles of the A nabaptists 
A 
num ber of them therefore accepted 
the invitation of Catharine II, of Rus­ 
sia to settle in her newly-acquired 
territory to the north of the Black 
flea, and established them selves in 
the environs of Odessa and in the 
town itself. 
H ere apparently they 
prospered and multiplied, while re­ 
maining easily distinguishable from 
the rest of the population, until once 
again w ar has put them in a tight 
corner. 
It is, however, hoped that if 
the m em bers of this romantic little 
colony can prove their Dutch and 
therefore neutral origin, the Russian 
authorities will agree to leave them 
undisturbed.

BIRDS CHECK ALFALFA PEST 


Investigations by Experts Develop Fact 
That Meadow Lark Devours Many 
Harmful Insects. 


(By E. It. KALMBACH.) 
The western meadow lark is a fa­ 
miliar bird of the Great Basin, and 
judging from early records is becom­ 
ing more numerous iii this section as 
time goes on. 
Being a resident tim 
year around, it is a common visitor 
to alfalfa fields as soon as snow leaves. 
During a series of careful tests 27 
of these birds were collected in April, 
and the weevil, which was found to 
comprise one-sixtli of their food, was 
present In all but seven. 
One bird 
had taken 75 adults, another GO. and 
three others 51, 48 and 33 respectively. 
Other animal food is important, as 
the largest single item was 'caterpil­ 
lars, amounting to nearly 22 per cent. 
Ground beetles amounted to about one- 
eighth of the food.

A heifer does not like unnecessary 
noise, or delay, and shows her dis 
like by diminished quantities of milk. 
Milking her regularly at as near the 
same hour night and morning as pus 
bible is important. 
The first streams of milk contain 
many objectionable bacteria, and onto 
the ground is where they should go 
It is poor policy to wet tho hands with 
milk. Instead rub a little vaseline or 
the hands. 
This keeps the teats in 
nice condition and makes milking 
easy. 
Of course the milker ought to be 
clean, 
kind 
and 
sympathetic. 
He 
should not sit off at a distance, but 
his left arm should be in close contact 
w’ith the leg of the heifer so that she 
cannot kick. If she makes the attempt 
he will only get a push instead of a 
blow. It is necessary to do the milk­ 
ing quietly and in the shortest possible 
time, and it is important that the heif 
er be milked clean and dry every time, 
otherwise she will be injured as a 
milker, besides the richest and most 
valuable part of the milk will be lost.

A cash fen;rn tor the wood grown 
OU the farm woodlot is inst as possi­ 
ble as a profit on ethel f irm crops. 
Farmers often lose sig’d of tills fact, 
mainly because timber requires only a 
small amount of labor but a long 
period of years to bring it to a mar­ 
ketable condition. 
Often, therefore. 
the owner is satisfied with an annual 
supply of dead firewood, and the wood­ 
lot becomes a harboring place for in­ 
sect pests and a meager pasturage for 
roaming live stock. Yet improvement 
of the woodlot depends upon ju st a 
few simple principles which any farm­ 
er may learn and practice. These a~e 
contained in a new farmers’ bulb tin, 
No. 
711, published by the I’niteu 
States department of agriculture. 
Improvement of the woodlot begins 
with the cutting out of all dead and 
diseased timber. 
Then tho mature 
merchantable 
trees 
should 
be 
re­ 
moved, like any other farm crop, when 
conditions favor a sale. 
New trees 
should be. planted in tho open spaces 
to grow up and fill in the forest can­ 
opy and encourage tho growth of tall, 
straight timber. 
Woodlots may he divided into two 
cia: os, i :< Ii determined by the char­ 
ac t r of ihc stand. 
On one type, tile 
trees are a se. and growth of approxi­ 
mal !y ti o fame age and it is found 
that undesirable species are crowd­ 
ing out valuable trees, the former

cutting will rarely ray directly for 
its removal, the resulting enhance­ 
ment in value of the remaining stand 
makes the work a good investment. 
The presence of dead or dying trees 
in the stand, a very delime interlocked 
crown cover, stems very slender In 
proportion to their height, or appar­ 
ent stagnation in the height growth, 
all indicate that a thinning is needed. 
This usually is done when the stand 
is from 15 to 20 years old. The oper­ 
ation is similar in principal to thin­ 
ning any other farm crop where it is 
desired to obtain a few good plants 
rather than many of poor quality. The 
owner should use the ax with care, 
removing only trees which crowd oth­ 
ers and cause too great competition 
for sunlight. 
Material removed in a 
thinning is valuable for fence posts 
and poles and should pay for the op­ 
eration. As a rule, not more than one- 
fifth to one-fourth of the trees should 
be removed at one time. 
Grapevine, 
ivy and woodbine, and similar climb­ 
ers which , have grown into the tre . 
should be cut out by severing their 
main stems near the ground. 
In the second type of woodlot the 
trees vary greatly in age and height 
and the stand is largely dominated 
by old trees, whose tops shut off the 
•unllght and retard tho growth of the 


younger trees beneath. 
Such a tract 
should first be cleared of dead and 
diseased timber. 
Next, the mature 
J living trc^s should bo removed. 
This 
■ should be delayed, however, until suf- 
i ficient reproduction is started iii tho 
j openings made in the first operation, 
and marketing conditions permit a 
I satisfactory sale. 
Heavy stands com* 
' posed almost wholly of mature trees 
i should not be removed all at once un- 
| less the owner expects to provide for 
j the new crop by planting. 
The old 
, trees should bo taken off in two or 


I three successive cuttings at intervals 
of several years, each cutting taking 
from one-third to one-half the trees. 
These cuttings allow the remaining 
j trees to receive more sunlight and 
j thus encourage them to produce more 
I seed. Neither of the first two cuttings 
should be so heavy as to encourage 
| Cue growth of weeds or grass on the 
forest Poor. The third cutting should 
I be made after the seedlings are es- 
I tablfshed anil there is no further need 
for protection of the old trees. 
Scattered old trees, suppressing val­ 
uable young growth, often will be 
found in woodlots. 
Such trees will 
never be of much value for lumber 
and their widespreading habit often 
I results in the * suppression or killing 
of the young and better-formed seed­ 
lings, which frequently may bo of 
i considerable value. It is best in such 
j cases to remove the old trees at 
j once. 
Pasture and timber production can­ 
not bo practiced on the same area, 
except lo the disadvantage of each, 
and the combination will not be as 
remunerative to the owner as the prac­ 
tice of either one separately. 
Cattle, 
horses, sheep or goats eat young seod- 
j lings, trample them 
out, or brush 
| against them and break 
them 
off. 
Hogs eat the seed and thus prevent 
reproduction 
from starting, or root 
young seedlings out of the ground. 
Tho 
existing 
growth 
is 
damaged 
through the trampling or wounding of 
the roots and the compacting of tile 
soil so that it is impervious to water. 
Horses should be kept out of the 
woodlot entirely because they often 
peel the bark from trees and eat tho 
young shoots. 
When young growth 
is not desired, a few head of cattle 
are permissible, provided, however, 
that Jhe ground is not soft when they 
are turned in. 
Hogs may be used to 
aid reproduction before the time for 
the seed to fall. 
They will root up 
the ground and thus put it in good 
condition 
for 
receiving 
the 
seed. 
Goats and sheep should be allowed in 
tho woodlot only when it is necessary 
to clear 
up brush 
of undesirable 
species. 
Care should be taken to keep fire 
from getting into the woodlot. 
This 
destroys the fallen leaves and accum­ 
ulated litter of several years, thus do­ 
ing away with the very material with 
which the trees enrich their own soil. 
Burned-over ground becomes exposed, 
evaporation is greater, and more of 
the rain and melted snow runs off the 
surface. 
Leaf or grass fires usually 
destroy the young seedlings up to one 
inch in diameter and also do great 
damage to other trees in the stand, 
especially by making conditions favor­ 
able for the entrance of rot-producing 
fungi.

SALTIES IS NICE OPERATION 


Should Be as Near Absolutely Pure as 
Possible— Used for Flavoring 
and Preserving. 


Salting the blitter Is a nice opera­ 
tion 
which 
requires 
considerable 
knowledge and care to be done prop­ 
erly. 
In the first place, the butter 
must bo washed until entirely free 
from buttermilk before the salt is 
added. 
Tile salt should be as near 
absolutely pure as can be purchased 
and the finer it is the better. 
One 
ounce of salt to one pound of butter, 
added to the butter gradually and well 
worked in, Is the rule. 
It is advisable to permit the butter 
to stand after salting for 24 hours if 
possible, then work it over and put it 
in prints or pack it for market as de­ 
sired. 
Salt is added to butter with a 
twofold purpose. 
First as a flavoring 
element and also as a preservative. 
Water holds in solution an enormous 
quantity of salt and the salt In butter 
absorbs tho water which persists in 
the butter in spite of much work and 
makes the product proper as it comes 
to the table, nearly dry. The amount 
of water in the usual sample of blitter 
runs between IO and 
12 per cent. 
There is no step in the production of 
good butter more important than the 
salting.

EXPENSE OF RAISING HEIFER

ment of agriculture indicate that the 
average cost cf raising a heifer on a 
dairy farm in the northern and east­ 
ern sections is ahout $61 at the end 
of her second year; this includes an 
allowance of $7.81 for labor. 
The 
heifer is given a credit of $8 for the 
manure she produces. 
Thus it ap­ 
pears that the dairy farmer in the 
sections mentioned cannot afford to 
raise a heifer that is not worth more 
tliau $60 when two years old.

T he Statu te of Liberty, A m erica’s m ost famous landmark, gift of the

T h e great Bartholdi statue is to bo illuminated at night; it will be 
made to stand out in darkness as it does in daytime, em blem atic of the 
spirit of “Liberty Enlightening the world.” 
The New York World, through whose agency 120,000 
Americans, 
in 
188a, contributed 
loo (too to build the pedestal of the statue, has been au­ 
thorized by legi I 
arn of congress to raise another fund to provide 
for 
the nightly illumination. 
T he legislation provides that the g overnment shall m aintain the light­ 
ing plant, the people of America to contribute the $20,000 required to in­ 
stall it.

The Irish Potato. 
Tho Irish potato is a native of South 
America; was Introduced into Spain 
in the early part of the sixteenth cen­ 
tury. and into England by Sir Walter 
Raleigh in 1585; was regarded at first 
as a curiosity, and its use as an ar­ 
ticle of food made slow progress. 
In 
1663 the Royal society of Lonaon rec­ 
ommended it as a possible safeguard 
against famine among the Irish peas­ 
antry, but the British Encyclopedia 
says that “its cultivation in England 
made but little progress, even though 
it was strongly urged by the Royal 
society, and not much more than a | 
century has elapsed since its cultiva­ 
tion on a large scale became general.” 
It is sometimes called the Irish po­ 
tato because it is a favorite article 
of food in Ireland. Tho failure of the 
crop in Ireland several years, espe­ 
cially in 1846, caused famine, which 
was followed by disease, from which 
many thousands died. 
In 1885 an in­ 
ternational potato exhibition was held 
at tho Crystal palace, London, and in 
1886 the three hundredth year of tho 
introduction of the potato into Eng­ 
land was celebrated at Westminster.

This arrangement w'oulil take from 
the state militia its most disagreeable 
duty, says Mr. Collins, and would un­ 
doubtedly greatly increase the number 
of enlistments in the state militia.

Company K for a short time was at­ 
tached to the Third regiment, Kansas 
City, but later the men were mustered 
out of service and the company com­ 
manders, field and staff officers dis­ 
charged.” 
Major James stated that there is the 
possibility of another regiment being 
organized in the state, and that if this 
is so it is more than likely that a 
company will be organized 
in

The present law’ requires two 
hundred men for each

A Movable School of Home Economics 
At Arator. 
Some time ago the ladies of Arator 
school district, north of Smithton, de­ 
cided they wanted a movable school 
of economics this summer. They ask­ 
ed that we come and explain how they 
should obtain one. 
After being in­ 
formed that the university wrould pay 
half the expense, they organized anil 
proceeded to raise the other half by 
giving an ice cream supper. 
Their 
school will be at the school house 
the last week in July or the first 
w’eek in August and will continue for 
five days. The girls are especially in­ 
terested in the school, as it will help 
them in their exhibit wrork this fall. 
Some of the topics demonstrated will 
be canning of fruit and vegetables, 
bread baking, 
pastry 
and 
cooking 
meat. 
So far as we are informed this is 
the first five day school to be held in 
the county. 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club Work. 
The season has been 
very 
much 
against all kinds of club w’ork this 
spring. 
However, the majority of the 
members are going ahead 
and 
w’ill 
get results regardless of the season. 
Prof. Emberson, state leader in boys’ 
and girls’ club wrork, has been in the 
county this w’eek demonstrating the 
process of £old pack canning before 
the canning clubs. 
I append hereto 
what he has to say about club w’ork: 
County Supt. Luckett, C. M. Long 
and R. H. Emberson, state leader of 
the Boys* and Girls’ club work, are 
putting on a number of demonstra­ 
tions this 
week 
in 
Pettis 
county. 
These demonstrations aim to acquaint 
the young people with the cold pack 
method of canning fruit and vegeta­ 
bles. 
It aims also to teach the econ­ 
omical importance of saving the enor­ 
mous waste of fruit and 
vegetables 
which occurs annually. 
It is claimed 
that enough goes to wraste in Missouri 


every year to feed the people of the 
state. 
So far the work has contemplated 
the canning of products 
for 
boma 
consumption 
This is the first step. 
The next will be canning for commers 
cial purposes. 
This phase 
of 
the 
work is stressed 
greatly 
in 
soma 
states, and in many instances girls! 
have paid part or all of their expenses 
while attending school. 
Six canning clubs have been visited 
and the response at each place has 
been very satisfactory. 
Considering 
the rain and muddy roads this week, 
and furthermore 
the 
busy 
season 
which this is for farmers, a good im 
terest has been manifested. 
It is the intention of 
the 
county 
agent to hold a county round-up of 
the club workers of the 
county 
on 
November 29 and 30 and December L 
At this meeting each individual will 
be given an opportunity to compete 
for a prize for the best 
quality 
of 
canned products, also for the largest 
and best display of canned products, 
and also to take part in a club contest 
in w’hich a club will show its combin­ 
ed products against those of other 
clubs. This promises to be a very in­ 
teresting and helpful meeting. 
Boys’ and girls’ club wrork is pro­ 
jected primarily for country commun­ 
ities. 
There is, however, a club or­ 
ganization of girls in Sedalia, with 
Miss McCluney as local leader. 
Pro­ 
vision will be made to offer some spe­ 
cial premiums to this club, as it will 
not be allowed to compete with those 
of the country. 
Several corn clubs were visited by 
Mr. Long and Mr. Emberson 
during 
the week. The aim of these visits was 
to encourage the boys who are in the 
acre-growing contest or the fifth-acra 
pure bred contest. 
These clubs will 
doubtless be able to make some fine 
exhibits 
at 
the 
county 
round-up 
Thanksgiving week.
